New Delhi, the 24th June, 1996 

S.O. 453(E).—Whereas the Chief Controller of 
Explosives has advised and recommended that 
the storage of Liquified Petroleum Gas in the 
mounded pressure vessels will also be safer and 
Secured like other conventional storage in above 
ground vessels; 

And, whereas, the Central Government is satis¬ 
fied that M|s. Indian Oil Corporation Limited, a 
public sector undertaking, has proposed to store 
Liquified Petroleum Gas in mounded pressure 
vessels using Cryogenic Technology, as per the 
international standards, in their installation locat¬ 
ed at Kandla in the State of Gujarat, as mention' 
ed in the Schedule annexed to this Order; 

Now, therefore, in pursuance of rule 65 of the 
Static and Mobile Pressure Vessels (Unfired) 
Rules, 1981, (hereinafter referred to as the said 
rules), the Central Government hereby exempts 
Mis. Indian Oil Corporation Limited from the 


provisions of sub-rules (1) and (2) of rule 21 of 
the said rules for storage of Liquified Petroleum 
Gas In mounded pressure vessels at Kandla sub¬ 
ject to the following conditions in addition to all 
other requirements and conditions specified in the 
said rules, namely :— 

(1) The Vessels shall be installed over com¬ 
pact sand bed and covered by sand and 
earth of appropriate specification as per 
the accepted international standard prac¬ 
tice and approved by the Chief Con¬ 
troller of Explosives; 

(2) The storage Vessels and pipelines inside 
the mound shall be adequately design¬ 
ed to withstand external pressure due to 
earth load and provided with corrosion 
prevention mechanisms; 

(3) All the nozzles of the vessels including 
the main-hole shall be housed in a steel 
box over the vessels with a lid exposed 
to facilitate inspection without remov¬ 
ing thei soil; 

(4) All other requirements of the said rules 
in respect of the design of the vessels 
and their fittings, the lay-out of the faci¬ 
lities, periodic examination of the vessels 
and grant of approval or licences shall 
be observed,
